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STATE CORN CROP 
IS 3,000,000 BU. 
ABOVE ESTIMATE 


September Was Favor­ 
able Month For Grain, 
But Part Of Crop 
Will Not Ma­ 
ture. 


A corn crop of 46,267,000 bushels 
for Pennsylvania was forecast yes­ 
terday by the 
Federal-State 
Crop 
Reporting Service, or an increase of 
about .3,000,000 
bushels 
over 
the 
August forecast. 
The 
acreage was 
estimated a t 1,206,000 with a yield 
per acre of about 35.7 bushels. 
The report showed that the month 
of September was 
in 
general very 
favorable for the harvesting of crops, 
but that much of the corn in all parts 
of the state will never m ature and it 
is anticipated that more than usual 
will be cut for ensilage. 
Frost was 
reported to have inflicted some dam- j 
age to the crop in a number of the j 
counties. 
It w as also reported th a t j 
seed corn will be scarce. 
The potato crop was estim ated to 
yield 22,237,000 bushels, or a decline < 
of approxim ately 
4,000.000 bushels I 
since the Septem ber I forecast. This 
is due to blight which appeared in the 
unsprayed fields. 
Some fields are re-? 
ported a total failure while 
others j 
will run over 400 bushels to the acre. 
Oats Crop Above Average 
The oats crop 
was 
forecast at 
about 
38,885,000 
bushels. 
This 
is 
slightly above the average crop for 
the past five years. 
The quality is 
reported som ew hat better than last * 
year’s, but only slightly better than 
the average for the 
last 
eighteen* 
years. 
The yield for the State ex- j 
cecds the average for the last f iv e , 
years. 
There was little change 
in 
th e , 
apple crop during September, with a I 
crop of 6,480.000 anticipated a slight 
improvement in the commercial g ro w -I 
ing district being offset by a decline 
in other sections. 
The peach 
crop 
was reported as the lowest on record, j 
with the exception of 1025. 
September was a favorable month 
for the tobacco crop and the quality 
and yield is expected to be better than 
anticipated. 
The total yield is esti­ 
mated at 42,343,000 pounds, or an in- j 
crease of nearly 2,000,000 over the 
September forecast. 
Rainfall Below Normal 
The yield for the wheat crop is 
expected to be the same as the aver- j 
age for the last five years, or 22,665- 
000 bushels, but the figures are slight­ 
ly below those of 
1925 
and 
1926 
Most of the w inter wheat is sow-n 
and is reported as growing nicely, but 
the quality of spring 
wheat is the 
lowest recorded in the last nine years. 
The hay crop points to the highest 
of any previous year on record, and 
barley is considered a fair crop, with 
the yield being perhaps slightly bet­ 
ter than the average hut the quality 
slightly below the average. 
The rainfall in most parts of thq 
state was reported 
below 
normal, 
while the tem peratures was 
above 
normal. 
Labor was reported plenti­ 
ful in some sections.

Beaver Busy Building 
Dam by Felling Trees 
Over Stream at Laurel 


Activities of one or more beavers 
in 
Mountain creek, near the con­ 
fluence w'ith Laurel dam, have been 
reported to lorn Bushman, 
Adams 
county game warden, 
The warden 
has expressed the belief that a single 
beaver has been responsible for the 
activities at la u re l. 
The beaver’s work on 
Mountain 
creek was first noticed by Attorney 
J. Donald Swope, Broadway. 
He no­ 
ticed a tree of fairly good sire gnaw ­ 
ed near tho base of the trunk. Sus­ 
pecting a heaver, but not absolutely 
certain, he retinued to the same tree 
several days later, ami was astonish­ 
ed to find the tree felled by having 
been chewed around the trunk by a 
beaver. 
Although there is no sign >n Moun­ 
tain creek that a bea\er has started 
to build a dam, a second tree has been 
gnawed in the same m anner as the 
large one w'hich was felled, and it is 
believed the animal is preparing to 
building an obstruct on 
across the 
stream. 
Attorney Swope and other persons 


\ who own cottages at Laurel and along 
i Mountain creek fear that the beaver 
; will build and maintain a dam on that 
stream , thereby preventing boating 
I from the dam up the creek. 
Under the laws of Pennsylvania, 
beavers and their dams are protected, 
and heavy fines are unposed upon per- 
I sons responsible for interfering writh 
the little w-ater and land animals. 
While beavers are numerous in the 
| w estern p art of the state, this is the 
.first known to be so far east, although 
the state game commission has re­ 
leased a colony of beavers in Perry 
county, and the owe at Laurel might 
be one from th at group. 
Earlier this sum mer a beaver was 
suspected of dam age to certain trees 
on the Beamer place on Big Flat, but 
w'hen a saw mill began operations on 
that property no more tree damage 
was noticed. 
Mr. Bushman express­ 
ed the opinion th at the beaver at 
Laurel might be the same one th at 
was on the Beamer place. 
He said 
it is not unusual for one beaver to 
leave a colony and strike out for it- 
I self.

sketch of the residence of Archi­ 
bald M e d ia n , on a corner of Con­ 
tinental Square in York at that 
period 
which was used 
as the 
United States treasury building. 
Archibald McClean was one of 
seven brothers employed in the 
running of the Mason-Dixon Line. 
Archibald 
withdrew 
from 
that 
work when the line reached York 
and 
established 
his 
residence 
there. 
Moses McClean, another 
brother, 
withdrew' 
from 
the 
famous surveying corps in York 
county also, but in the section th a t 
is now Adams county, and located 
here. 
Archibald McClean was the 
great, g rea t granduncle of W il­ 
liam Arch McClean, publisher of 
the 
G ettysburg 
Compiler, 
and 
Moses McClean, from whom the 
G ettysburg publisher is directly 
descended, 
was 
the 
publisher’s 
great, g re at grandfather. 
Mr. McClean’s name is actually 
William 
Archibald McClean, he 
being 
named 
after 
his 
great, 
great granduncle, although he is 
better known as Arch, to which 
abbreviation 
he 
heartily 
sub­ 
scribes, regardless of the histori­ 
cal significance connected with the 
full nomenclature of Archibald. 
Judge McClean Stock, of York, 
is a direct descendant of Archi­ 
bald McClean, and is a nephew of 
William Arch McClean. 
William 
B. Stock, a member of the fresh ­ 
man class at Gettysburg college, 
and a son of Judge Stock, is also 
a direct descendant of the pioneer 
Archibald McClean, and a grand 
nephew of William Arch McClean.

or federal authorities. 
The mail 
literature is most cleverly and a t ­ 
tractively worded, and a t least 
one G ettysburg business man was 
on the point of sending a check 
for

dollars,

when he wisely decided to consult 
his banker and 
was 
advised to
